A much larger 
quantity 
of 
high grade alfalfa could be pro­ 
fitably m arketed in the United 
States if producers would study 
m arket dem ands and then make 
their production 
and 
loading 
practices conform to the m arket 
requirements, according to Ed­ 
ward C. Parker, hay m arketing 
specialist of the United States 
D epartm ent of Agriculture. 
G reat num bers of dairymen, 
who do not now utilize much al­ 
falfa but depend largely on mill 
feeds for protein, he says, would 
become buyers of alfalfa if sup­ 
plies of high grade alfalfa were 
available at all times. Many far­ 
mers are interm ittent sellers of 
low-grade, surplus hay but com- I 
paratively few specialize in the 
production of high-grade m arket 
alfalfa. 
Purity, a high percentage 
of 
leaves, clinging foliage, 
green 
color, and pliable stems are the 
essential characters 
of 
high- 
grade alfalfa. The experience of 
Federal hay inspectors is 
that 
the most common causes of low- 
grade alfalfa are meadows with 
thin stands, 
foreign 
m aterial 
in the form of partly 
decayed 
rakings, weather damage, over­ 
ripeness at time of cutting, over- 
drying, baling undercured 
hay, 
stacking distinctly unddrcured 
hay, and baling during very hot, 
dry, or windy weather. 
In most instances, Mr. Parker 
says, alfalfa intended for m arket 
should be cut when one-tenth to 
one-fourth in bloom, or 
when 
new growth starts 
from 
the 
crowns irrespective of the bloom. 
There will be little, if any, in ­ 
crease of tonnage gained by al- 


raking and windrowing 
while 
the hay is tough and the leaves 
are not easily shattered. 
The side delivery rake,

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RADIO SPEECH 
The great A m erican 
struggle for ‘‘correct 
pronunciation” goes on, especially in radio. 
To 
the cultural efforts of b roadcasting stations are 
added those of the A m erican Academy. 
Says 
Ham lin G arland of tha t organization: 
“Prev isioning the im m ense influence of radio 
speech, the Academy desires to b e of serv ice in 
m aintaining stan d ards of enunciation, the cor­ 
rect use of words, and also of im prov ing the 
quality of v oice in which the words are spoken.” 
T hat is a laudab le undertaking. But it has 
its prob lems and 
perils. 
W hat shall b e 
the 
standard of judgm ent? 
W hat is “correct pro­ 
nunciation” and “correct enunciation?” 
Shall 
English for the nation b e spoken into the m icro­ 
phone as it is spolcen b y the cultured folk of 
Boston, or the cultured folk of New York, or 
Chicago, or San Francisco, or Baltim ore, or New 
Orleans, or Dallas? 
Millions of radio listeners are jarred w hen 
they hear a cultiv ated radio v oice from Boston 
say “law r” and “idear,” and sense som ething 
strange in “fahm ” for farm . The easterner thinks 
it b arb arous to pronounce the “r ” right out, as 
is done in most regions west of the Hudson and 
north of M ason and Dixon’s line. 
The New 
Englanders and New Yorkers and southerners 
don’t agree in their m odification and omsissions. 
The short “a,” flattened more and m ore as 
it takes its way westerly, is a continual source of 
offense to the “cultured,” just as their “a ’s” are 
to the flatteners. 
There are m any tricks of 
speech, m any idoms, characteristic of whole sec­ 
tions of intelligent, m odern 
Americans, w hich 
offend other sections. 
The east so far has had things pretty m uch 
its own way in pronunciation, in school in stru c­ 
tion, on the stage and on the speaking platform . 
B ut radio will prob ab ly require a more dem o­ 
cratic treatm ent, getting nearer to the typical or 
av erage Am erican speech, if there is such a 
thing—say Chicago’s standard.

Intelligence tests do test intelligence, con­ 
cluded Dr. Charles W. W addell, professor of edu­ 
cation a t' fh£ LftAv ersity of "Southern C alifornia 
a t Lon Angeles, in a report of a surv ey started 
in 1921. 


All students entering the univ ersity tha t 
year were giv en the arm y Alpha este, a simple 
form of intelligence test. 
The records of the 
students were ob serv ed thoughout the succeed­ 
ing six years w ith reference to their standing in 
the test. 


“If one m ay b e allawed to generalize from 
d ata as we ob tained from this surv ey,” said Dr. 
Waddell, “it m ay b e said w ith v irtual certainty 
tha t no m an w ith a score of 80 or less in the 
arm y A lpha test appears to hav e any chance of 
m eeting the present requirem ents of the A. 
B. 
degree in the U niv ersity of Southern C alifornia 
a t Los Angeles. 


“Not one nativ e A m erican student in one of 
the groups ob serv ed who had an A lpha test of 
80 or less had a satisfactory first sem ester rec­ 
ord and not one such com pleted degree require­ 
m ents six years after the original test.” 


Dr. W addell suggested tha t cognizance of 
the intelligence test b e taken in considering a p­ 
plicants to the teachers’ college. 


“We adv ise tha t the teacher train in g in stitu ­ 
tions desiring m arkedly to improv e the quality 
of their graduates consider seriously the elim in­ 
ation of the lowest 5 per cent of their applicants 
as determ ined

KSpeak Ye Every Man the Truth to His Neighbor"— 


RADIO SPEECH 


The great American struggle for "correct 


pronunciation" goes on, especially in radio. 
To 


the cultural efforts of broadcasting stations are 
added those of the American Academy. 
Says 


Hamlin Garland of that organization: 


"Previsioning the immense influence of radio 


speech, the Academy desires to be of service in 
maintaining standards of enunciation, the cor- 
rect use of words, and also of improving the 
quality of vojce in which the words are spoken." 


That is a laudable undertaking. But it has 


its problems and perils. 
What shall be 'the 


standard of judgment? What is "correct pro- 
nunciation" and "correct enunciation?" Shall 
English for the nation be spoken into the micro- 
phone as it is spoken by the cultured folk of 
Boston, or the cultured folk of New York, or 
Chicago, or San Francisco, or Baltimore, or New 
Orleans, or Dallas? 


Millions of radio listeners are jarred when 


they hear a cultivated radio voice from Boston 
say "lawr" and "idear," and sense something 
strange in "fahm" for farm. The easterner thinks 
it barbarous to pronounce the "r" right out, as 
is done in most regions west of the' Hudson and 
north of Mason and Dixon's line. 
The New 


Englanders and New Yorkers and southerners 
don't agree in their modification and omsissions. 


The short "a," flattened more and more as 


it takes its way westerly, is a continual source of 
offense to the "cultured," just as their "a's" are 
to the flatteners. There are many tricks of 
speech, many idoms, characteristic of whole sec- 
tions of intelligent, modern Americans, which 
offend other sections. . 


The east so far has had things pretty much 


its own way in pronunciation, in school instruc- 
tion, on the stage and on the speaking platform. 
But radio will probably require a more demo- 
cratic treatment, getting nearer to the typical or 
average American speech, if there is such a 
thing—say Chicago's standard.

Intelligence tests do test intelligence, con- 


cluded Dr. Charles W. Waddeil, professor of edu- 


tioii>'at''^i£<tfhiveteity vof^outtiern California 


at Lon Angeles, in a report of a survey started 
in 1921. 


All students entering the university that 


year were given the army Alpha este, a simple 
form of intelligence test. 
The records of the 


students were observed thoughout the succeed- 
ing six years with reference to their standing in 
the test. 


"If one may be allawed to generalize from 


data as we obtained from this survey," said Dr. 
Waddeil, "it may be said with virtual certainty 
that no man with a score of 80 or less in the 
army Alpha test appears to have any chance of 
meeting the present requirements of the A. B. 
degree in the University of Southern California 
at Los Angeles. 
l 


"Not one native American student in one of 


the groups observed who had an Alpha test of 
80 or less had a satisfactory first semester rec- 
ord and not one such completed degree require- 
ments six years after the original test." 


Dr. Waddeil suggested that cognizance of 


the intelligence test be taken in considering ap- 
plicants to the teachers' college. 


"We advise that the teacher framing institu- 


tions desiring markedly to improve the quality 
of their graduates consider seriously the elimin- 
ation of the lowest 5 per cent of their applicants 
as determined by some reliable 
intelligence 


test," he concluded in his report.
